(Excerpt), by Jim Maxwell, W6CF 


Phase 3D in Trouble 


Hopes have been running high ever since 
Amsat Phase 3D was launched into orbit 
Nov. 16. Unfortunately, AMSAT reports 
there's a problem aboard AO-40. The 
Amateur Radio satellite has not been heard 
from since December 13. 


AMSAT-Germany's Peter Guelzow, 
DB2OS, of the AO-40 team, said nothing 
was heard over the weekend, and 
command stations tried to re-establish 
communication by sending blind 
commands. If the reset had occurred, the 
satellite would have been restored to its 
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post-launch configuration and attempt to 
transmit on 70 cm. However, the 70-cm 
transmitter has been problematic, and the 
satellite likely still would need to be 
reconfigured for 2-meter transmission at 
that point to be heard on Earth. 


The AO-40 team is continuing to 
investigate reports of weak signals on the 
2-meter downlink frequency of 145.898 
MHz that seem to be coming from AO-40, 
but it has discounted reports of telemetry 
heard there as a hoax. Other reports 
persist of a weak, unmodulated carrier, 
however. 


Guelzow said today that the AO-40 team is 
encouraged by a report from the North 
American Air Defense Command--NORAD. 
The report indicates that AO-40 was found 
to be in one piece, that the orbit was 
exactly were it should be, that the radar 
cross-section was as expected, and that no 
other pieces were found. Guelzow said the 
NORAD data counter rumors "which no one 
on the inner team believed" that AO-40 
might have exploded. 


When and whether the satellite will be 
heard from again depends, in part, on 
whether AO-40 has picked up any of the 
"blind commands" sent by ground 
controllers. Guelzow says that if no 
commands were accepted by the IHU-1 
onboard computer since contact was lost 
December 13, then a "command-assist" 
watchdog (software reset) routine on 
December 21 will cycle the satellite through 
various receive, transmit, high-gain and 
low-gain antenna modes. If AO-40 did pick 
up some commands, Guelzow said, the 
command-assist watchdog will be reset for 
another 10 orbits. That could extend the 
wait until sometime after Christmas. 


World Radio Conference, 2003 


Almost before the memory of the Istanbul 
World Radio Conference (WRC) has faded, 
preparations are underway for the next 
one, probably to be held in Geneva 
sometime in 2003. Several matters 
scheduled for consideration at the 
conference will have a profound effect on 
the future of Amateur Radio. A good 
summary of issues can be found on the 
International Amateur Radio Union's 
(IARU's) web site at http://www. iaru.org/cal- 
181.html. Of major importance is a proposal 
to "harmonize" worldwide Amateur 
assignments on the 40-meter band; that is, 
have (perhaps!) a single exclusive 
worldwide assignment for Amateur Radio 
rather than the patchwork arrangement we 
now have. Also of great importance to 
many is the matter of Morse testing for 
Amateur HF licenses. This may well turn 
out to be the Great Debate of 2001. Vice 
Director Vallio and | would appreciate 
hearing your views on this matter.

Message from the President 
John Wood, KF6HFA 


Hello fellow members of EBARC. I'm 
getting excited about the upcoming trip that 
Henry, KK6PH, Sharon, AA6XZ and | are 
going to be taking in early April to help with 
the communications for the annual Baker to 
Vegas race. Each year a loosely knit group 
of individuals (mostly from the Fremont 
Ham Radio club) drive to the Las Vegas 
area with a caravan of vehicles loaded with 
radio equipment, spend 3 to 4 days setting 
up a network of four repeaters to cover the 
200 mile race. Then on the day of the race 
we use the network to support the runners.

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W6CUS Club Station Report 
Ralph Hall, W6EFD 


At the last club meeting, | discussed the 
Red Cross’ electric water heater developing 
a water leak and our bulletin board (BBS) 
equipment taking a soaking. The water 
heater is located in the cabinet above our 
BBS equipment and most of the BBS 
radios, computer, keyboard, power supply, 
etc. collected a lot of water in the process. 


Concurrent with that episode, the 2-meter 
packet radio failed, leading to the early 
conclusion that it quit because of water 
damage. By odd coincidence, | was logged 
on the BBS, late at night, when it failed. 
The following morning, | visited the club 
station and found the water leaking. 
Fortunately, the 2-meter radio at operating 
position No. 3 is identical to the BBS 2- 
meter radio, so it was a simple matter to 
substitute the good radio for the bad one 
until its probem could be found and 
corrected. The BBS was off the air only for 
a day or so. 


The circuit board in the failed radio was a 
mess. There was a large area of brownish 
powder-like residue on one circuit board 
and another circuit board mounted below it. 
At first look, the residue appeared to be 
caused by water standing on the two 
boards for a length of time. In my opinion, 
the boards appeared to be irreparable. 


Enter maestro Henry (KK6PH), who used a 
copious amount of pressurized contact 
cleaner and a brush to clean the boards 
after which, to my surprise, the boards 
returned to near normal appearance. 
Then, with the circuit schematic in one 
hand, and his oscilloscope probe in the 
other, Henry traced the problem to a 1 mfd. 
electrolytic capacitor that was defective. 
One lead of the capacitor had separated 
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(rusted?) from the capacitor body just 
where it exited the capacitor. After 
replacing the capacitor, the radio worked 
fine and has been back in its normal BBS 
service for several days. 


Henry suggested that the capacitor may 
have "exploded" and spewed its electrolyte 
over the circuit boards causing the 
brownish residue, rather than by water 
standing on the circuit board. However, it 
remains anyone's guess as to whether or 
not the water leak played a part in any way 
in the capacitor failing. 


The good news is that the Red Cross has 
now replaced the leaking water heater, the 
equipment has all been dried out, and all is 
back to normal.

Is Amateur Radio Becoming 


Obsolete for Emergency 


Communications?

An article in the January 19, 2001, edition 
of Amateur Radio Newsline said, "One of 
the reasons that hams are called out in 
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emergencies could begin to disappear in 
2006." The article referred to an FCC 
directive that spectrum be made available 
that will let disaster relief agencies 
communicate without the need of third 
parties. Public-safety agencies are already 
doing that by means of cellular and PCS 
telephones, Nextel, Multi-Use Radio 
Service (MURS) and Family Radio Service 
(FRS), and some frequencies set aside for 
mutual-aid communications. The new 
allocation at 700 MHz would greatly expand 
such interagency communications. 


Radio amateurs must not be discouraged 
from continued participation in emergency 
communications. For example, many 
RACES organizations have shown that 
handheld SSTV equipment is ideal for on- 
scene video coverage. Pactor, PSK31, and 
other new digital modes are ideal for 
statewide or interstate communications 
between agencies. Nevertheless, the need 
is for radio amateurs to consider 
themselves as part of a reserve 
communications organization, trained to 
provide communications on public-safety 
frequencies, not just amateur radio 
frequencies. When performing their 
services for emergency-management 
agencies, these reserve communicators are 
actually operating in the expanded Auxiliary 
Communications Service (ACS) concept, 
rather than in the restrictive RACES 
concept that ties them to amateur radio 
frequencies specified in the agency's 
RACES plan. 


To be more specific about the FCC's 
directive, on January 11, 2001, the 
Commission adopted an interoperability 
standard to ensure effective public-safety 
communications between different 
agencies on designated channels in the 
700-MHz band. "The Commission has long 
noted that the inability of different public 


safety agencies to efficiently communicate 
with one another was a concern for the 
public-safety community.” 


The Commission adopted Project 25, 
Phase | as the voice standard for 
communications on the 700-MHz band 
interoperability channels, which are 
channels specifically set aside to allow 
different public-safety entities to 


communicate with one another. The 


Commission also adopted the data 
standard incorporated in the Project 25 
suite of standards for data communications 
on the 7OOMHz band interoperability 
channels. These channels will allow 
public-safety entities, such as police and 
fire departments, to send status messages 
or short E-mails to one another.

W6CUS Club Station Report 
Ralph Hall, W6EFD 


Occasionally some things do go right. The 
club has upgraded its "arsenal" of test 
equipment in a recent oscilloscope trade. 
For years, the club has had a 30 MHz, dual 
trace 'scope which, in earlier years when 
the emphasis was on HF, was probably 
adequate for the club's needs. 


In more recent years, the club has placed 
more emphasis on the VHF/UHF bands 
where much of the disaster-related 
communications are handled. This means 
that we have a generous complement of 
VHF/UHF equipment which, by design, 
uses higher frequency circuitry, much of 
which is beyond the capability of the 30 
MHz scope. Several times in recent 
months, | have watched Henry (KK6HP) 
“struggle” with the 30 MHz 'scope while 
servicing the higher frequency circuitry 
encountered in defective VHF equipment. 
NOT GOOD!!!! 
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The opportunity recently arose to trade the 
club's 'scope for a dual trace 100 MHz 
‘scope wherein both parties to the trade, 
each for its own reasons, would benefit. 
The proposed trade was brought before the 
Executive Committee, was approved, and 
the trade was made.

ARRL Pacific Division Update 


(excerpts from the June 2001 issue)

Pacific Division, ARRL 


e ARRL Executive Committee Reviews 
Preliminary 5 MHz Band Petition 


Meeting May 5 in Dallas, Texas, the ARRL 
Executive Committee reviewed a 
preliminary draft Petition for Rule Making 
seeking a new US ham band in the vicinity 
of 5 MHz. Experimenta! operation in that 
part of the spectrum, under a license 
issued to the ARRL, has been going on 
since 1999. 


The Executive Committee agreed that the 
petition should seek a domestic secondary 
allocation around 5 MHz for the Amateur 
Service with a bandwidth of 150 kHz. 


Executive Committee members will review 
the completed draft petition before it's filed 
with the FCC, possibly before the next 
ARRL Board meeting in July. 


Participants in the ARRL WA2XSY 
experimental operation on 5 MHz have 
established that an allocation at 5 MHz 
could improve emergency communication 
capabilities by filling the gap between 80 
and 40 meters. An amateur allocation in the 
vicinity of 5 MHz long has been an 
objective of the International Amateur 
Radio Union. 


Winning an allocation at 5 MHz--even on a 
domestic basis—could take several years. 
Securing an international allocation will be 
more difficult and take even longer. 
Consideration of an allocation at 5 MHz is 
not on the agenda for WRC-03 nor on the 
preliminary agenda for WRC-05/06. 


e PRB-1 Actions 


Also at the recent ARRL Executive 
Committee meeting ARRL General Counsel 
Chris Imlay, W3KD, reported that the 
ARRL's Application for Review that seeks 
to clarify the FCC's PRB-1 limited 
preemption policy with respect to amateur 
antennas is pending before the full 
Commission. The ARRL wants the full 
Commission to review—and reverse--an 
FCC staff decision declining to extend 
PRB-1 coverage to include CC&Rs— 
(covenants, conditions and restrictions). 
The EC agreed to request an en banc 
presentation to the full FCC this fall, after 
new Commission appointees are seated.

“Want to build your own satellite and get it 
launched into space? Too technically 
complex?

Programs are now underway to build very 
simple spacecraft by starting very small 
with a Cricket Satellite (built in a 35mm film 
can), making a little bigger-a CanSat (built 
in a Coke can) and finally building a 
CubeSat (built in a 4 inch cube) for real 
space launch. 


“How do you start? First save your 35mm 
cans, coke cans and any old 4 inch boxes 
like a Beany Baby box and with ham 
experience, you are a satellite maker. This 
presentation will show you some of these 
devices and discuss ways for your ham 
club to get into the satellite business. It 
brings new, young members to your club.”

W6CUS Club Station Report 
Ralph Hall, W6EEFD 


Many times in the past, | have reported 
“all's well at the club station." Not so lucky 
this time. The work party held on August 
15" was for the purpose of lowering the 
crank-up tower and laying it over so we 
could inspect the locks (devices we 
installed a few years ago) which support 
the weight of the upper tower sections. 
The locks would also prevent the tower 
sections from telescoping downward 
suddenly in the event the cable supporting 
the tower sections breaks, is cut by 
vandals, etc. What we found was most 
disturbing. 


The lock supporting the upper section was 
okay, but the locks on the two sections 
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below it were badly bent out of shape, 
apparently from the weight they were 
holding, perhaps aided by slight but 
constant movement of the tower sections 
when the wind blows, and other factors. In 
addition, welds which attach the supporting 
cross braces to the tower legs, (cross 
braces on which the locks rested), were 
broken. After spending considerable time 
evaluating the situation, and having no 
ready means of repairing the broken welds, 
it seemed best to raise the tower and put it 
back in service in its normal position. This 
again lets only the cable support the weight 
of the sections (as it did for years before 
the locks were installed) while we decide 
how to repair it. 


It is of interest to note that the tower 
manufacturer did, in years gone by, sell the 
locks for the purpose described above, but 
discontinued making them many years ago 
(maybe the tower manufacturer knew 
something that we didn't know). The locks 
we are using are "home-made" (with a 
great deal of "overkill" built in) using a 
commercially made lock provided by Joe 
Lee, W6DOB, as a pattern for making 
EBARC's locks. Joe has used the locks on 
his crank-up tower for years but, | believe 
Joe's tower is not as tall or heavy as 
EBARC's (correct me if I'm wrong, Joe.) 


We are still assessing ways to get the 
broken welds repaired. Bob, W6WTJ, says 
he has a friend who has a light duty welder 
that could be brought to the club station to 
reweld the breaks. If that or something like 
it works out, while we are at it we will 
reinforce the cross braces on which the 
tower locks rest so they will support 
substantially more weight. We may also be 
able to improve on the design of the locks. 
More on this later..

Mark McLean, KD6AGA, died Sunday, 
August 26th after a short illness (no details 
are available).

Amateur Spectrum Protection Act 
[Excerpt from ARRL PACIFIC DIVISION 
UPDATE, September 20017, Jim Maxwell, 
WECF, Director, Pacific Division, ARRL] 


On March 1 the Amateur Radio Spectrum 
Protection Act of 2001 was introduced into 
the US House of Representatives. Rep 
Michael Bilirakis of Florida introduced the 
bill, denoted H.R.817. Sen. Michael Crapo 
of Idaho introduced the Senate version of 
the bill, denoted S.549, on March 15. Sen. 
Daniel Akaka of Hawaii was a cosponsor. 
S.549 is identical in its wording to H.R.817. 
[Both bills are now in committee — Ed_] 


More information on the Spectrum 
Protection Act, including the full text of the 
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bills, is available on the ARRL Web site, 
http:/Awww.arrl.org/govrelations/arspa.html . 


In order to have a chance of passage, your 
Representatives and Senators must know 
that you support the bill. Please write! 
Following is a sample letter, written by 
Brad, KEWR, that you may find useful as a 
guideline. 


“Dear (Representative/Senator) (Name) 


“As one of the nation's more than 650,000 
licensed Amateur Radio operators, | urge 
you to sign on as a cosponsor to (‘HR 817 ‘ 
if writing to your Representative, ‘S.549’ if 
writing to your Senator), the Amateur Radio 
Spectrum Protection Act of 2001. This bill, 
introduced by (‘Representative Bilirakis of 
Florida on March 1, 2001’ if writing to your 
Representative, ‘Senators Crapo and 
Akaka’ if writing to your Senator), is a non- 
partisan, non-controversial measure 
designed to afford a measure of protection 
to Amateur Radio frequencies used by 
radio amateurs in California and elsewhere 
to provide emergency communication, 
technical experimentation and recreation. 
The bill would require the Federal 
Communications Commission to provide 
‘equivalent replacement spectrum’ in the 
event it becomes necessary to reallocate 
radio frequencies currently allocated to the 
Amateur Service. This is a matter of 
fairness, and is in the national interest. The 
bill would help ensure Amateur Radio's 
continued public service role to the people 
of the State of California.”

Message from the President 
John Wood, KF6HFA 


As you may know, it will be necessary to 
select a slate of officers for the next year's 
term at the November EBARC meeting. 
Cheryl Johnson, KF6HEN, has graciously 
volunteered to chair the committee to select 
the candidates. Thank you Cheryl. When 
she, or someone else calls you to 
encourage you to run for office, please 
consider it seriously. | have already 
announced at last month's meeting that, 
because of personal and family health 
issues, I'm unable to devote the time 
required to the office of President. 


In order to help you with your decision, let 
me make a few remarks about what this 
club is and why it's important to keep it 
running. First consider what the club 
provides to the community. We maintain a 
first rate club station which is kept running 
under the careful eye of Ralph Hall, 
W6EFD. It will be an invaluable asset to 


the community should a major emergency 
occur. Now that the major components of 
the station are in place, the costs to the 
club to keep it running are actually quite 
small. It would be a shame for the station 
to cease to exist for lack of club officers. 


Second, our education committee, chaired 
by Henry Primbsch, KK6PH, provides 
annual training for those prospective hams 


_to realize their dream of obtaining a license 


and joining our great fraternity. Also, the 
club members that are VEs are always 
willing to provide their time to assure that 
the testing procedures are respected and 
that the new hams are properly tested. 


Third, the club provides interesting, 
enlightening and often humorous speakers 
on a monthly basis to keep us abreast of 
new technologies as well as how the older 
ones are still providing pleasure for those 
who use them. Here again the community 
benefits through the continued 
improvement of our understanding of our 
hobby, making us better able to assist in 
times of emergency. 


Fourth, we participate in Field Day each 
year. While it is a fun time for those of us 
that participate and while we aren't driven 
to “win” in our section, the annual practice 
assures that, should it become necessary 
to set up a field communications facility for 
the Red Cross or Salvation Army, we could 
easily do so. We could be on the air on 
any HF band without needing anything from 
anyone in 24 to 48 hours probably 
anywhere in Northern California. 


Finally, there are all the little things that we 
do like our support of the local RACES 
organization, providing a presence at the 
Solano and El Sobrante Strolls, and the 
many other Public Service events that are 
supported by members of the club. 
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So, when Cheryl calls, consider whether or 
not it is time to take your turn as a club 
officer.

W6CUS Club Station Report 
Ralph Hall, W6EFD 


At a recent club meeting, mention was 
made that we had experienced a problem 
with two of the three locks on the crank-up 
tower (those "gizmos" we installed to 
prevent the upper tower sections from 
telescoping downward rapidly in the event 
the cable which supports them broke - 
because of deterioration, vandalism, or 
other reason. In such event, both of the 
club's beams would probably be damaged 
since the crank-up tower beam is above the 
beam on the Rohn tower and the two would 
most likely collide as the tower sections fell. 


During a routine lowering of the upper 
sections for inspection of the locks, it was 
discovered that the tower leg diagonal 
brace, on which the weight of the upper 
three sections rested (via the "tongue" of 
the bottom lock), was bent badly, as was 
the "tongue" itself. Straightening the bent 
brace, which is about 1/2 inch in diameter, 
was not practical. Also, the lock which 
supports the two upper sections was badly 
bent. 


To the rescue - El Sobrante Bob (W6WT)). 
Through his connections, Bob came up with 
a metal plate, some 3/8 inch thick, which 
would replace the bent brace and afford a 
flat horizontal member on which the lock's 
“tongue” would rest, rather than the 
diagonal (slanting) brace. And, through 
another of his connections, Bob arranged 
for a welder friend to bring his welder to the 
club station and weld the plate to the tower 
legs. The welding was done, both repaired 
locks reinstalled, and the tower was 
returned to normal service. 


As an interesting sidelight, the welder 
(often called a "wire welder") required some 
20 amperes at 120 volts of power. Not 
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wanting to subject the club station/Red 
Cross electrical wiring to that stress, we 
elected to use the club's Field Day 
generator which, incidently, is equipped 
with a 20 ampere circuit breaker. The 
generator did the job OK but the breaker 
did trip some 4 or 5 times during the course 
of the welding process. But, all's well that 
ends well. We should have no more 
trouble with bending braces. As a 
precautionary measure, we will probably 
install a similar metal plate for the lock that 
supports the weight of the two upper 
sections. We anticipate no problem with 
the lock that supports only the upper 
section. 


The club owes Bob Szemtimry a great big 
THANK YOU, Bob. 


Otherwise, all's well at the club station.

New FCC Form 605 


Starting December 3, 2001, FCC wants to 
collect CORES FRN (FCC Registration 
Numbers) on FCC Form 605 from those 
who have one. FCC states that each 
person registered in ULS should 
automatically have an FRN. The FRN is 
viewable by doing a search for LICENSE at 
the FCC WTB ULS web page 
(http://www.fcc.gov/wtb/uls). An FRN is a 
ten digit number preceded by three or four 
zeros then six or seven numbers. Also, the 
FCC will once again begin collecting 
applicant's Date of Birth (once again as a 
mandatory data item). 


The FCC's Wireless Telecommunications 
Bureau has announced that, starting 
Monday, October 15, it will dismiss all 
submittals it receives on Form 605 Quick- 
Form Application for Authorization in the 
Ship, Aircraft, Amateur, Restricted and 
Commercial Operator, and General Mobile 
Radio Service that bear edition dates prior 
to March 2001. This change does not affect 
applicants filing on-line via the Universal 
Licensing System (ULS). WTB encourages 
applicants to use ULS to speed application 
processing and to have access to the other 
information available via the ULS. An FCC 
announcement advises that amateurs can 
avoid problems by submitting on-line 
application via the FCC's Universal 
Licensing System Web site. To obtain a 
current copy of Form 605, visit the FCC 
"Forms" page. Paper copies of Form 605 
also are available from the FCC Forms 
Distribution Center, 800-418-3676.

Searching for Moral Clarity 


...On Sept. 29, 1943, Danish leaders 
announced Nazi plans for a mass 
deportation of the nation's 7,800 Jews. The 
Danish people quickly sprang into action. 
Within a few short weeks, they managed to 
smuggle nearly all of Denmark's Jews into 
small villages, from which they ferried them, 
in fishing boats, across the water to neutral 
Sweden. 


The [Copenhagen Resistance] museum 
recounted the tale through videos in which 
the survivors described the risks they took 
and the ordeals they endured, After viewing 
them, | felt humbled by the courage of 
ordinary people. 


In Norway, ... | finally met the man | had 
traveled so far to see, Jan Dahm, now 82 

. We climbed three floors of rickety steps 
and entered the tiny Theta museum. From 
all over western Norway, fisherman sent 
the locations of German battleships to this 
one small room. Every day, four 19-year- 
old men, including Dahm, risked their lives 
as they transmitted this vital information to 
the British. Once they received these 
reports, the British Air Force could bomb 
German battleships /that were] lurking in 
fjords, ready to pounce on allied ships. 


With pride, Dahm showed me the medal of 
honor awarded him by the British, along 
with their gratitude "for shortening the war." 


"Why,' | finally asked him, "were you willing 
to risk your life?" Dressed in a dapper suit, 
puffing on a pipe, he sat forward in his 
chair. "You see, | had already gained 
expertise as an amateur, radio operator 
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before the Nazi occupation." Sensing | 
sought some additional explanation, he 
smiled. ‘It wasn't about politics. My 
country had been invaded and occupied. 
‘There was a job to be done, | had the 
skills, so | just did it.” 


No bombast. just.the pragmatic courage 
and decency of an ordinary person. As we 
left the museum, Dahm said, with just a hint 


- of sadness, 'You know, the young are no 


longer terribly interested in the 
Resistance." 


"Yes, | know.” Silently, | thought about how 
much he could teach us right now. But 
then, with a wave of his hand, he 
disappeared around the corner.
